14. (Previously presented) A method of treatment of a disorder or condition 
where inhibition of Oxytocin is known, or can be shown, to produce a beneficial

16. (Previously presented) A method according to claim 14 wherein the 
disorder or condition is selected from sexual dysfunction (including premature 
ejaculation), preterm labour, complications in labour, appetite and feeding disorders, 
obesity, benign prostatic hyperplasia, premature birth, dysmenorrhoea, congestive 
heart failure, arterial hypertension, liver cirrhosis, nephrotic hypertension, occular 
hypertension, obsessive compulsive disorder and neuropsychiatric disorders. 

17. (previously presented) A method according to claim 16, wherein the 
disorder or condition is premature ejaculation. 
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
